I asked him if there was anything 
vve could do for him: he eventually replied "you're the college educated idiot, you tell me". 

I explained that I could offer him a phone call and an opportunity to speak with the Chaplin. 
He declined to speak to the Chaplin, but did accept a phone call to a family friend Lee 
Larkey. 

After the phone call was complete, I explained the special duty process and how it works. 

He did say that he would like to attend a private visitation. Mary Bergstad also explained 
how someone at the funeral could video tape the service and then send it in for him to view, 
he said that he would think about it. She then asked him if he felt like harming himself and his 
initial response was another piercing stare followed by “no Comment". He did eventually 
say that he would not harm himself. We then told him he could go back to his cell to 
process all that has happened and if he needed another phone call or to speak to 
someone, he should let unit staff know. Mary Bergstad said that she would also follow up 
with him this afternoon. Special Duty paperwork will follow once arrangements have been 
made.

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A few years back when a new story broke on the Wetterling case I phoned the Sterns County Sheriff's 
office. I was told by Det. Pamela Jenson or spelled Jensen of the Sterns County Sheriff's office that my 
cousin Edward Lawrence Johnson born August 1965 was one of the top 6 suspects of the Jacob 
Wetterling case. I've phoned a handful of times. 

Was he in the AREA at the timeframe of Wetterling abduction? YES! Edward Lawrence Johnson's cousin 
Kenneth and Judy Dunlop still live in COLD SPRING MN. http://www.facebook.rnm/tfi/ken.dunloo.in 
And I was told Ed was "living up by" cousin Kenneth at the time that Ed was getting 'help' up near there. 
Help meaning for his sexual problems like sodomizing tht kid he kidnapped and videotaped at the Radio 
Shack in Columbia Heights MN way back in the 1980's. Edward Lawrence Johnson.

Ed s mother is Gretchen Griffin http://w ww.facebook.com/?ref=hp#!/gretchen.eriffin.9Q8 

I read Ed s perp file at the Anoka County Courthouse somewhere around 2002. It covers his 
kidnapping and sodomizing a boy, putting a plastic bag over the victim's head and nearly killing him 
while videotaping it in Columbia Heights, MN Radio Shack. Alarmingly, he never served time for this, but 
served time for stealing cars. What evidence may still be available? 

Ed s Anoka County file is explicit. It names the 13 year old victum sodomized at Radio Shack. It offer a 
great deal in the from Physchiatrists in his physological profile. But it completely misses the background 
about his family life -everything pertinent. Psych only mentioned that he may have been troubled by 
acne leading his low self esteem. As his cousin, growing up with him, I have much more to odd in 
“ProfWina" Ed. " 

Ed's brother Curtis died at around age 11 of appendicitis. Ed was about 3 years older than Curt. This age 
range of 11-13 year old victims come to mind in reading of victims in the area. Ed never cried for his 
brothers death. Prior to that, Ed was odd and 'not nice'SADISTIC to play with. At one point he tried to 
hurt -almost kill me on the play ground by unsecuring my feet while I was hanging upside down-to fall 
headfirst a great distance to the ground. He saddled a horse for me in his early teens. He intentionally 
put a large burr as he saddled a horse for me to try to ride. Saddistic. After it bucked ferociously and 
nearly threw me, this was found out. I , 

Ed was extremely controlled by his mother as a child. He was forbidden to eat sweets-including birthday 
cake was always withheld from him in front of everyone at every party being held by the family. He 
HATED this. He was constantly belittled and berated by his mother and was reclusive. Pornography was 
found in the home, something his father had laying around. Ed had repeated surgeries on his ears for 
hearing problems after Curt died. He hated having to have surgeries. There was never emotionl support 
for Ed. He had a lot of acne and scaring. Ed was balding in his late teens; looked several decades older 
than he was. He wore baseball caps. Ed's younger brother Curt' Curtis had a birth defect of mk<m P 
f our fingers and was favored for it over Ed _.Ed was extreemly jealous of Curt. Ed was heavily drawn 
into technology/Computers/Radios/PoIrce scanners. His was a ham radio operator like his father. He got 
into computers far before anyone else knew what they were. He was into model airplanes. Later he got 
into cars; Had sirens and lights on his car. He stole cars. He had a business fo car creations that looked 



just like secret service care and started a business in Hastings, which I know very little about. He was 
facinated with SECURITY TYPE vehicles and security type work. I found it interesting to hear thatJacob 
had a po//ce or fire emblem on hi s jacket the night he wos abducted. Ed has been enthralled bv oolite 
and secret service stuff with the crime investigation sort of stuff. 

After Curt died the family adopted a boy named Nickolas. Nickolas got a great deal of attention and 
overwhelming amounts of gifts, like a guitar, from the full support of our extended family. Nickolas was 
taken from the home after he ended up with something like two broken legs and an arm for what was 
only described by family as jumping from his bed. They tried a brittle bone disease defense. I think Ed 
would have been about age 14-1S. What seemed like renewal for a family who lost a child, turned 
another great tragedy with the removal of Nicholas from the home. Gretchen and Lawrence Johnson 
soon divorced. Edward lived with his mother. 

Ed s father, Lawrence Johnson, worked for Bell Telephone. Ed's mother now back to her maiden name 
of Gretchen Griffin. Gretchen Griffin worked in records for the State of Minnesota. When I was young, 
my mother would often hand up after talking to her sister Gretchen, who goes by the name "GG" and 
comment that Larry was listening in from work. Something back then was some knowledge on how to 
tap lines. I ve felt strongly that Ed had capability to tap lines. And I've often wondered if the 
Wetterling home line was "tapped" when the call was made by Jacob to his parents about heading out 
to the video store. Wouldn't a predator would do this in stalking his victim? Way back then video stores 
were a new thing. Ed was into videotography big time. 

Ed s father was a big time HAM radio operator. Always had it on at family functions listening to it. 

Ed was very good at hiding-quietly hiding. Ed became HIGHLY INVOLVED IN ’SECURITY' type work and 
sirens and worked in a chop shop 1 making SECURITY VEHICLES. These were no ordinary vehicles but 
vehicles that matched FBI and police cars. I heard the FBI shut his car making business down. It was on 
the internet and on his webpage. FIND OUT ABOUT THIS. 

Ed was always role playing security type things as a teen. The kind of wearing a facemask and 
pretending to threaten and direct others resonated with me in his manner of Ed's game playing. When 
the telivision news first showed Jacob Wetterling was missing and a perp was suggested to be a suspect, 

I said to my parents in the room with great emphasis: "Where's Ed?!" I knew Ed was in that vicinity 
nearby our cousin Kenneth Dunlop. Either my mother or aunt Pat Dunlop at my please called the 
Sherriff s office at the time to mention my insistence that Ed could be suspect. I think Jacob Wetterling's 
jacket with EMS emblems may have made him a target over his friends! 

Where's Ed today? No doubt his mother Gretchen Griffin"GG"is still looking out for him. She lives in 
Florida. Somebody told me FL is a great place to hide if your wanted by the police. Ed was "her only child 
now' so everyone in the family has looked protectively over Gretchen in those terms. "GG" is named 
after her mother with the same name.

Edward Married Shaula Fritsch https://www.facebook.com/fishn3ts/photos oddly an adopted cousin, 
child of Bill Fritch who married Colleen Griffin of Hastings MN; The youngest of the 7 Griffin girls. My 
mother is Eileen-#5 of the 7 sisters. Shaula was far younger than Ed. I'm not sure she was even born at 
the time Wetterling was abducted. It was a shocker to me when I learned they married in 2007?. Shaula 
divorced him after reading his physological report after Ed was sentenced for stealing cars in ILL. My 
mother reported to me thatShuala had been FREAKED OUT/shocked to read his phschological report as 
he was getting phych evaluations.

Jacob is dead. He died within the first 24 hours of being kidnapped. His soul is at peace. 
His body is buried 121 miles northeast of the point of kidnapping. The spot is more east 
than north. 

The grave is near a road approximately 3 miles northeast of the nearest town, and the 
name of that town starts with an I. It is slightly more east than north. 

The original grave is about 11 feet (though the remains have been disturbed and spread 
farther than 11 feet) from a road that runs basically east/west. The road has a name rather 
than a number and it starts with an E. The grave is on the north side of the road.

Jack sold guns and owed a large piece of land for his Jock Bares Shooting Sports business wh>ch is now 
owned by Tyrone Umlauf and is renamed to just Shooting Sports and is located 21845 Highway 27, Little 
Falls MN 56345 which is 5-6 miles west of Pierz, MN on Highway 27. 

Listed below in his obit it indicates that Jack "loved... a good cigar". One of the interviews that Fox 9 did

We couldn't pinpoint 
the smell and thought it was either coming from under the deck or the new additions Built 
in 1989. We contacted the Big Lake Police department about who would pay to have the the 
deck pulled up and we were told it would be our financial responsibility so it didn't go any 
further than that. I have no idea how long a body smells but here is what I do know. 

1. Irv Smith fit the decription and was considered an odd duck to everyone in Big Lake . 

2. He was in a hurry to get out of town and sold us the place cheap. 

3. The back Yard smelled like something rotting for two years. 

4. At the time of the home purchase, Irv owned and drove a creepy white van and always 
wore a red baseball cap.

Brent Mathson built our home beginning in the summer of 1977. Property owner 
Dorothy Heilig. deceased, must have approved access road to Andert Acres, date 
unknown. Present owner of access road property along IBS' 1 ’ Avenue, unknown. 

Maybe Alan Voss or Isla Lennartson would know. Guess: “Dusty- Dustin McKinny, of 
Ltick? 

Andert Acres, owned by Nancy Jean Andert, located on the southwest side of Loveless 
Lake. 

• We were married in July, 1980. Kipp _Andert? would stop in on weekends in the 
summer to use our phone. He would call home to the cities to say that he had arrived 
safely. Kipp was a friendly person. He was in his late teens. He stayed in a trailer 
located on lot 1. He played music loudly and sometimes partied there with friends. I 
thought he had sard that his dad owned the property* 

• Sometime, in our early years together while outside, we heard a woman's scream. 
Brent doesn't remember it, 

• I picked up trash along 160 ,h Street. A neighbor, Don Lindemann said, if I wanted to 
pick up trash, there were beer cans all over, back on the dirt road. He was the first 
person to tell us about the bulldozer man. Don said he was married and from St. Paul. 
(Don & Lorraine Lindemann, both deceased, from Roseville, MN.) 

• A newly-wed neighbor, Sally Peterson, told me she was afraid of the bulldozer man. He 
had come across the lake in a boat, approaching her for sex. (She and her husband, Jeff 
Peterson, moved somewhere near take Wapogasset, near Amery.) 

• We sometimes walked our dog and family back on the dirt road. One day, I stood 
watching the man on the dozer until he talked to me. I asked if he cared if i walked my 
dog back there. He said he didn't care. He avoided any eye contact, which I thought 
was odd. He stood a little taller than me, maybe 5'6“ or 5'7", balding on top, short hair 
cut around the bottom, had a moderate, beer belly. My memory of his voice was that 
it was gravelly. He matches the descriptions that 1 have read of the case. The dozer 
was a smaller, older bulldozer, putting out diesel smoke 

• The dozer man was white and had a black girlfriend. I was walking my dog. She and 
two other people were standing there watching him on the dozer. She and I visited. 
She was very nice and sweet, easy to talk to. She said he loved his bulldozer. She said 
they had met in a St. Paul bar and that she was his girlfriend. She repeated twice how 
good he treated her. The second time she said it, I saw in her eyes how she adored 
him. She was about the same height as 1 was, about 5'5 M , 
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* In 1986, two surveyors, Carl W. Hetfeld (Wanderoos), and Wayne Swenson (Centuria), 
of Polk County Land Surveying Company, located at 2D4G Hy g, St Croix Falls, Wt, (715) 
483-9484, sat at a table with Nancy Jean Andert and her father, Ed Panasow, and 
divided the property. They also did soil testing on the property with a younger man 
named NORM, who owned a batkhoe. Carl recalled his impression of Ed Panasow as 
being a rough fellow, age 60, with longer hair in the neck. They agreed, Nancy Jean 
was a beautiful woman and also owned the property (now known as Falls Photos) 
across the road to the east of their office, on Hy 8, Nancy Jean had dated one of their 
friends, a man named, Charlie Anderson, The surveyors also remembered Dawn Zinda, 
the second daughter, who owned either lot two or three. In 1991, she split her lot into 
two parcels. The Deeds office might have that record. Carl and Wayne have a Trie on 
the Andert Acres property. 

* 198 ^ the d,rt roadway was developed by Gjonnes & Sons Excavating, of Frederic, Wi. 
(715) 247-2335. They brought in two big dozers. (Mr. Gjonnes is deceased but his son 
could have been working with him here, at that time.) The two surveyors said that Ed 
Panasow wasn't getting the job done, so Gjonnes was contacted. I wonder if Gjonnes 
let Ed Panasow use one of their dozers? (Summer of 1986} 

* May 15,1987, the Standard Press published an article saying, "Andert Acres may be in 
violation of code". There was an upcoming June 3 rd meeting regarding the violation, 
Jeff Timmons, (715) 268-6232, was dealing with Ed Panasow's activities. Timmons 
might remember details, Impressions, voice, description of Ed Panasow. There is a 
huge gully on the property needing a culvert, regarding soil erosion. I think Panasow 
had proceeded without contacting Timmons. 

• Jacob Wetterling goes missing, October 22, 1989, as reported in the news. (Ed 
Panasow's birth date: October 22, 1928] Mrs. Wetterling was asking for people to 
check with their neighbors. Brent wouldn’t go with me. I believe it was between 6:30 
and 7:00 p.m. on that first Friday evening, I drove back to the property. There was a 
very nice campfire in front of a dosed door on a storage shed, near the lake. No 
vehicle was there. There was an open lock hanging on an open latch. I knocked. No 
one opened the door. I didn't hear a peep. ! went back home. (His car was usually 
parked by the camper trailer, and l didn't drive back there ) 

• The fall of 1992, our youngest entered Kindergarten. When my husband and three kids 
left for school around 7:40 a.m. each morning, I was also out the door or* a daily walk 
with our dog, back on the dirt road I was almost home on a crisp, fall morning, when a 
large, white car turned into the road from the north, saw me, and stopped, i 
recognized the car as the car I often saw parked by the camper trailer back on the 
property on the south side of the road, near a grove of young, white trees, maybe 
poplars. A young male sat on the passenger side. They proceeded past me on my 
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right-hand side* The young adolescent wore a stocking hat* He had a very fair, perfect 
completion. He was not smiling. His eyes followed my eyes* He did not wink or blink 
or give me any hint of trouble* I walked up the hill on the path, and over to the west 
side of our property* Only a few minutes had passed when I heard two gun shots. On 
following days, \ had observed where the bulldozer man filled in dirt along side of the 
road. He had created a deep, vertical drop, maybe 1244-16 feet deep, along the 
length of a section of the road. There were no pipes or gravel, no reason that I could 
see to dig so deep, only to fill it in again* He spent many days filling in the area sloping 
back towards a large, hardwood tree. Then, he went over to another area further 
west, and he spent many days bulldozing there* One day a pile of beer cans appeared 
in the drtch where I thought he put the boy. i thought that if he was bad enough to do 
something like that, maybe there were others. Maybe he was marking graves, as there 
were several piles of cans in that area* 

* Time passed. I heard Joe Soucheray on the radio* He was talking about the Wetterling 
case, and he said, "rf you think you have any information, however insignificant it might 
be, write it down and send it in* So, I went to the Polk County Deeds office* Denise 
Williamson found the name of the land developer, I rook it to the Polk County 
Sherriffs Department and met with a detective. I asked her to send it on to Steams 
County. She said they would like to investigate it in-house, in Polk County. No one 
ever contacted me* 

* Later, Kipp_drove in our driveway and talked to my husband. \ wondered rf 

someone had questioned his family. He said that the bulldozer man was dead. I did 
not get to talk to Kipp* 

* When the little toddler, Isaiah, went missing, they were asking for a 2 mile radius 
search. I took our German shepherd through the woods to the west of our house, and 
then walked towards 150 rb Av, i saw a rectangular depression in the ground, in the 
woods. I reported it to the Polk County Sherriffs* An officer walked with me but I 
couldn't find it* I continued to look for it after he left* I came across what looked to be 
the south side of the white grove of trees, along the gorge* There is debris by the 
gorge* There was a hikefs backpack with metal rods, a pair of toy binoculars in the 
backpack and a rain poncho, unopened. I remember a circular logo of Polk County 
Sherriffs on the backpack, a doll head, a stuffed toy, carpet*.** 

* I have written or e-mailed Steams County maybe four times* No one ever contacted 
me. 1 finally asked them why no one had contacted me. They responded, they would 
be interested if I could connect the bulldozer man to their county, I had forgotten his 
name* 

* Mid-October, of 2014, I asked the Polk County Surveyor's office for the name of the 
bulldozer man. They contacted Carl W. Hetfeid and Wayne Swenson, who had a file on 
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Andert Acres. I met with them. They gave me the name of Ed Panasow, or Miron 
Edward Clarence Panasow. I began researching him on the internet. 

• I met with Denise Williamson, of the Deeds Office. She printed a document by the 
Circuit Court Probate Branch, Molly L GaleWyrick, Estate of Edward C. Panasow, dated 
February 10, 200S. regarding a property located in Alden Township, near Hy M, near 
Rice Lake, east of Osceola, Wl. The petitioner was the second daughter, Dawn Leona 
Zmda. I believe the person currently living at 1929 40 ,h Av, Osceola, Wl 54020, is the 
thrrd daughter, Cynthia Eve (Panasow) MacDonald. (715) 294-4551 (! would wish that 
investigations would not alert them yet, if possible. I do not wish to upset family 
members. Many of them are living around Polk County and the Twin Cities.) (Why 
2005, if he died in 1990? Who was at the property during that time?) 

On Google Images, under “Panasow”, a grave marker shows that Ed Panasow is buried 
at Ft. Snelling, having died in Ramsey County, on July 19, 1990. That surprised me 
because l was still seeing him working back there on the property, during the fall of 
1992. It is a mystery. Our dog died the spring of 1993. I quit walking back there. 

• l contacted a relative, Pete Thorpe, a retired investigator, Madison Coroner's office, 
asking how to research Panasow. 

f have contacted Joe Soucheray, asking if he knew of one confidential person who could 
research Ed Panasow, of St. Paul. I e-mailed the story to him. 

• I contacted Cathy Albrecht, to see if she could help investigate. 

The 1996, Chuckie Mauk case, from Warner Robins, GA, interested me because 
Panasow's are listed to have lived in Gainesville, GA. Investigators thought that there 
were similarities to the Wetterling case, that whoever did it may have moved to the 
Minnesota area. The man in the Chuckie Mauk case drove a large, older model white 
car. (What years did Panasow live there?) 

• Patti Wetterling said Crimestoppers had received a phone call from Forest, Illinois, that 
had troubled her. A hoy called saying, "he was Jacob Wetterling; he didn't know the 
man's name who took him; he had to go*. I think Panasow could have had a sister 
living in Illinois. Panasow was listed to have connections to Illinois, Wisconsin, Iowa, 
and Minnesota. I think his x-wife had possibly lived in Iowa. Here, they were looking 
for s red station wagon. 

• Ed Panasow enlisted in the U.S. Army, WWfl, at Ft. Snelling, on 3-14-1946, to the 
Panama Canal Department, PFC. His sister, Leona Ethel Rose Panasow, born 1930, 
married Charles Edgar Mayette, Jr, in Cook, Illinois He enlisted on Jan 23, 1946, from 
Indian River County, Florida, a Corporal in the Regular Army, and he served in the 

Panama Canal. His death is (isted as 1958, buried at Ft. Sneiiing. Panasow may have 
relatives in New York,

It was reported that a Tom Thumb clerk described a man needing help to locate and 
buy several cans of Campbell's Noodle Soup and soda crackers, having a wallet fat with 
money, talking about Jacob, saying they will never find him.

• I believe the Panasow’s may have raised their three girls in Stillwater. The girls are 
listed in the Stillwater year books. Dawn commented on her class site on the internet, 
that if she had a dollar when growing up, she could walk to the shop near the bridge 
and buy a hamburger and malt.

When I saw Mrs. Wetterling on T.V. asking for any 
little bit of information regarding Jacob, I always think of 
a neighbor that we had living behind our home. He owned the 
west shore of Loveless Lake near Balsam Lake, He lived in 
the twin cities like many of our neighbors, visiting their 
cabins on the weekends or staying during the warmer months. 

We would walk our dog back there, and I had asked him once if 
he minded that I do that, and he said he didn't care. 

He spent most of his time on a bull dozer. He had a large 
washout on the property. He was married and had a son named 
Kipp. He had a black girlfriend that my husband and I 
talked to once. He propositioned a newlywed neighbor lady, 
Sally Peterson. She was scared of him. 

When Jacob was reported missing on the news, I went 
back there on a Friday evening. There was a campfire 
burning about ten feet from a shed. I knocked on the door 
of the shed but no one opened the door. I listened 
carefully for any noise but didn’t hear anything. There was 
no one around. The door had an open padlock latch. I don't 
remember any vehicle around. I left. There was a larger 
trailer on the property on top of the hill, and a smaller 
camper tucked away further west on the property. 

In the fall, I was taking a morning walk with the dog and 
a car came down the road to that property. There was a 
young boy in the car wearing a stocking hat on the passenger 
side. My thought was that all the kids were back in 
school; why was he not in school? My thoughts went to 
Jacob, and I looked for any sign from him that something 
would be wrong. He gave no indication to me. 

My husband always dismissed my worries, saying that 
there are alot of weird people in the world. The property 
has been sold into lots and there are homes back there now. 

I will go to the courthouse and find the name of the man as 
I cannot remember the name. I don't wish to cause any 
problems for that family, as I am not certain that there is 
any connection. But, having told you my nagging thoughts, 

I leave it up to you if there is anything to it. From one 
mother to another, my heart goes out to the Wetterling 
family.

Caller was the 
chair of the church's personnel committee and still has the detailed files about the multiple complaints. 
Pastor Parriott would take kids up to his cabin in Merrvfield, MN and ask them inappropriate 
questions/touch them inappropriately. When caller was gathering information about the church's 
investigation, she found that he had been reported for fondling children at the Blue Earth church he had 
also served at. Pastor Parriott died in August of 2014 in Chandler. Arizona.

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I recently watched the Jacob Wetterling story on CNN (The Hunt). As I was watching the story, I was reminded of an incident that 
took place with me when I was a child. I grew up in Granite Falls, MN. I remember when Jacob was abducted, but I didn't think 
much about it at the time. It seemed so far away. Now, as I look back on it, it seems more plausible to me that it could have been 
the person that I had a similar incident with - Hagen Sederstrom. I am about 4 years older than Jacob Wetterling, The specific 
incident that I'm referring to likely happened when I was 10-14 years of age (1984-1988). I was walking home from a family 
member's house when a postal truck pulled up to me (Hagen worked for the Post Office). He was coming from the opposite 
direction, but he pulled across the street next to me and asked me if I needed a ride. It was sprinkling outside, so I didn't think much 
about it at first. I just said, 'no, i only live a couple blocks from here.' At that point I kept walking as I got a strange feeling about his 
demeanor. As I walked away, he put his truck in reverse and sped backwards and said, something like 'don't you want to have some 
fun?' At that point, I was scared and I took off running. I told my parents what had happened. My mother told me that she babysat 
for him when she was young and that he put his hand on her leg and that was the last time that she ever went to his house because 
he was extremely creepy. My parents reported my incident to the post office at the time, but nothing was done and they only said, 
'Oh, he's harmless/ 

As I was watching the show, i was really struck by the story that had the person/abductor saying something about the 'going to the 
toystore.' That really reminded me of my incident. At that point I decided to do some more research, i noticed that each of the 
incidents reported on the show (Paynesville, Cold Spring and St. Joseph) were locations along or near highway 23. After his divorce, I 
think Hagen lived in rural Maynard and worked at the Post Office in Granite Falls (also both along highway 23). If I've figured it 
correctly, he only lived about 60 miles away from Paynesville. Additionally, I seem to remember him having a rough, gravelly voice. 
Finally, his age seems to fit the profile provided on the show.

On 05/01/15 at approximately 2029 hours I heard Officer Carlson request backup, step it up, to his 
location at c jty of St. Cloud, county of Steams, while conducting a welfare check. I 

responded to assist Officer Carlson. Upon arrival I observed Officer Carlson and Officer Cameron were detaining 
a female who I observed was acting erratically. She was later identified as 

I observed Officer Carlson and Officer Cameron had handcuffed and she was clearly agitated and 
verbal with officers. I asked Officer Carlson what assistance he needed and he stated to go inside the residence to 
check on the two children. 1 responded inside where I located 

dob . , 

I observed that was visibly upset and 
crying. [ escorted inside the residence where 1 stood by with her and I began questioning the two 

children about what occurred. stated his mother took and him to Great Clips and then to a 

person's house who they call Grandma who isn’t actually their grandma. stated they also stopped at 

SuperAmerica and got food before returning home. I did not observe any obvious signs of injury to or 

It should be noted neither had any complaints of injury or pain, I stood by with the two children inside the 
residence while they watched a movie. Sergeant ShaUuck met me inside and I was advised that md 

would be placed into protective custody via Steams County Social Services due to statements made by 
Sergeant Shattuck provided me with keys for vehicle and the residence and she was then transported to 

the St. Cloud ER. Once was gone nd led me out to a van that was parked m the driveway in 

front of the residence where they stated they had clothing in a hamper. I unlocked the van and retrieved a basket 

of clothing and a pink duffle bag from inside, I retrieved clothing from the hamper and I placed it into the pink 
duffle bag for md 

I was contacted by on-call Steams County Social Worker Connie Jorgensen. Jorgensen advised me she 
arranged for foster care with 

Jorgensen provided me with phone number contact 

I made contact with via phone and advised me that would meet me at the Casey’s Gas 

Station in |. 
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1 escorted ind out to squad #22 and secured them in the rear seat. I shut off the lights inside 
the residence with the exception of one bathroom light and I secured the front and rear doors, locking them both. I 
was advised by Officer Cameron that; made contact via phone with a female by the name of who was 
allegedly responding to my location to pick up the kids. It should be noted was not being given custody of 
the children and they were still being placed into protective custody. As I was about to load the children’s 
belongings into the trunk of squad #22 I observed a female arrive in a vehicle at my location and pull into the 
driveway. The female stated her name was I advised the female that she would not be taking custody of the 
kids. Sergeant Shattuck arrived on scene to assist me and I directed to speak with Sergeant Shattuck 

I transported the children to the St. Cloud PD where 1 completed CHIPS paperwork. I made contact via 
phone with a second time continuing that was en route to Casey’s in to meet 

W!th roe. I re-secured the children in the rear seat of squad #22 and I transported them to Casey’s in 
Upon arrival l made contact with and identified via his Minnesota driver’s license. I siped off on a 

custody form that had listing and on that form, 1 provided with my business card. I 

left md in the care of and cleared from Casey’s. 1 later provided Officer Carlson with the 

copies of the CHIPS paperwork for the two children. It should be noted 1 gave the keys that I used to secure the 
residence back to Sergeant Shattuck who was going to return them to I took no further action in the case.

wunty of Steams, to assist Officer Carlson on a suspicious activity. Officer Carlson was originally dispatched to 
a susp,emus activity in which a female walked into Great Clips. According to the complainant the female asked 
for . plate bag fo, hair sampler from her children. According to Mac complainant, toey adv.,ed Diapafeh that the 
female was nenmus and atoms, toying and advrsed the complatoant that she had two small ehiidren with her. 
Upon arriving to Officer Carlson advised over the radio that he believed he had located 

toe female and her vehicle a, tola address Office, Carlson advised that he observed a female standing outside toe 
van matching the description of the female he was looking for. 

Upon my arrival, I walked up and Officer Crnlson was speaking with to. woman on toe driver's side of 
toe vehicle. Jus! as I began walking to toe driver's side of toe vehicle, I heart Officer Carlson adv.se toe female 
toa, she was no, allowed go into toe house. I observed Officer Carlson kmd of pull toe female hack away from 
toe Iron, srep of toe ms,dance. I observed toere to be a small female juvenile child standing by toe from door as 
well. Upon pulling toe female away from to. from door she then immediately began to by to go to toe opposite 
dmeemn amrmd toe mar of her vehicle. A. toa, rime again Officer Carlson had to grab her. This time toe female 
was pulling extremely hart and hying to gel away. At that time, I assisfed Office, Carlson n, grabbing toe female 
so she could no, pull away. Officer Carlson and 1 were both tolling toe female toa, she needed to calm down We 
advraed her toa, we were tome ,o help her. The female was screaming to anyone in toe neighborhood to call 911 
as she wanted other pol.ee to show up to help. With toe female's erratic behavior, Office, Carlson and I toed to 
ge. her hands behrnd her back so toa, we could place her in handcuffs for her safety and ours. Before we could 
get he, hands behind her back, toe female torew her phone across toe yard yelling for someone to gmb her phone 
and call for help. Altoough, it took a little bi, of muscling technique from Officer Carlson, he was able to get her 
hands behind he, back to a port, when, I could assist. With Officer Carlson holding ho, arms behrnd her back, I 
was able to goto a pair of handcuffs and place the female in handcuffs behrnd her back. With toe female res,s,tog 
and moving around, toe first handcuff I put on got pm on a Utile tight. Once I had toe female to handcuffs and she 
was under control, I then checked then, for rightness. I ulrimately had to loosen toe one handcuff on her left 

wnsl before double loclong them. Even after getting toe female in handcuffs she was still yelling and screaming 
and trying to somewhat get away. 

Officer Lanz was the next officer on scene. Officer Lauz asked how he could help and Officer Carlson 
told him to go inside wifi, toe child™. As we had placed toe female in handcuffs, her daughter, on the front step 
was screaming and crying and did not want us to be plactog her mom handcuffs. Next to atnve on scene to 
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assist was Sergeant Shattuck. Even Sergeant Shattuck had difficulty getting the female to calm down. It was 
finally determined that we were going to walk the female over to Officer Carlson’s squad car and have her have a 
seat in the backseat. Upon getting to the rear passenger side of Officer Carlson’s squad car, the female would not 
sit down for the first couple minutes. She kept trying to push back at Officer Carlson and I, so that she did not 
have to sit down. The female was worried that we were going to try to kill her and/or take her somewhere. After 
some convincing we finally were able to get the female to have a seat in the back of Officer Carlson’s squad car. 
Due to the fact that the female was so out of control, Sergeant Shattuck advised me to stay right next to the door 
and keep an eye on the female to make sure that nothing else happened to her. While standing outside the door, 
Sergeant Shattuck came back outside of the residence and advised me that they had reason to believe that the 
female has been using meth and therefore she was going to be taken to the hospital for an evaluation and 
treatment and that the kids would be placed into protective custody through Steams County Social Services. I 
remained keeping an eye on the female until Officer Carlson was ready to transport her to the St. Cloud Hospital. 

Once Officer Carlson was ready to transport the female to the hospital, I then followed. The iemale was 
later identified to me as, 1 followed Officer Carlson all the way to 

the St Cloud Hospital and upon arrival, was escorted into the St. Cloud Hospital and placed into 

Emergency Room #8. With being extremely agitated and being so up and down with her emotions, Officer 
Carlson asked me to standby with to make sure that she did not try to escape from the hospital. I stood by 
as Officer Carlson took statements and filled out paperwork for to be signed in on a 72 hour hold. See

1 have a personal story related to the Wetterling case that may or may not be of importance. Last week, oddly 
the day before the publicized "person of interest" break in the case. I had an experience that was upsetting to 
me. one 1 hope has nothing to do with the Wetterling case, but I feel I must come forward. 

I already communicated with law enforcement regarding my concerns, back in March of 2009. but as my 
person-of-interest was deceased, law enforcement seemed to lack interest. Also,! was not completely forthright 
in my information, as I was protecting an innocent family member. Last week that same family behaved in a 
dishonest manner that concerned me. possibly regarding the Wetterling case. 

I'm hoping all this concern of mine is nothing. Certainly law' enforcement will not be interested in a deceased 
person of interest, but 1 feel l must seek help, if in any way i can help the Wetterlings or other missing kids, and 
have some peace. 

Perhaps if we speak briefly, you can advise me on who to go to next.

Dear Sir/ Madam: 

I read of the recent development in the Jacob Wetterling's missing person case and I hope that this 
may bring the case to a close. Until this recent development I was only vaguely aware of the case but 
thought the following might be of possible interest to you. 

When I was about eight years old I was raped in northern Iowa by a young man who was about 16- 
17. Through the internet I was able to determine that this person, after attending Cornell College in 
Iowa, was a history and political science teacher at Foley, Minnesota during the school year 1969/ 
1970, possibly his first job. As his last name is relatively common I cannot further trace him, His first 
name was Larry and his father's name was Laird, 

This occurred many, many years ago and, since I simply went home after the rape {and was not 
beaten or worse), it was not an important event in my life. I did not tell my parents according to his 
instructions. The statue of limitations expired long ago in Iowa from my research. 

I don't know whether this was a one-off occurrence for him or whether he was engaged in raping 
boys serially. Given the proximity of Foiey to St. Joseph, Minnesota, it might be worthwhile to 

determine where he lived in 1989 and possibly obtain a DNA sample if he can be located (and is still 
alive).

Timothy told me James moved to this area from Ohio and lived in either Hammond or Baldwin. Timothy also 
said he is very familiar with the area and could easily point out the land he Is referring too. He also told me he 
could probably find an old photo of James in some old picture albums If needed.

On 11/10/2015 at approximately 1355 hours, Sgt. Joy Larson was dispatched to the Mid-Minnesota 
Women's Center for a assault report. 

Sgt. Larson responded and met with Sharon Ann Fealy. 1/15/1955 in the presence of woman's 
advocate Kate Ward and one other unidentified advocate. 

Fealy stated that she was fearful of her son. Scott Wallace Fealy and that his behaviors were becoming 
increasingly alarming to her. Fealy went on to say Scott has access to weapons and has slated that he 
wants to kill a "white Caucasian police officer." Fealy said Scott had taken her cell phone from her so 
she walked over to the Women's Center. 

Fealy then described three separate incidents. The first was sometime in September, when Scott 
commented "You're worth more to me dead than you are alive, you Bitch." Fealy was concerned that 
he used such strong language with her because lie was not raised to talk like that. 

Fealy then told of an incident in October when Scott told her "1 will see to it that you stay the the 
Women's Center and see to it that you sign this house over to me." Fealy went on to explain that Scott 
lives in a 8 foot by 12 foot structure in the driveway of her residence at 1317 Oak Street. Since the 
structure has no running water or bathroom facilities, he frequently comes into her residence. She 
also keeps his mail for him in her home. She has been having difficulty making house payments due 
to loss of a job in August. 

Fealy then told of an assault which had occurred sometime in early spring at her residence. She 
describes that Scott placed his hands around her neck and held her to the ground. She staled that 
because of her Post Traumatic Stress Disorder, she then "flashbacked" to physical abuse she sustained 
from her ex-husband. David Harold Leroy Williams. 6/19/1942. 

Larson advised Fealy she would follow up on the matter and encouraged her. along with Women's 
center personnel to obtain an order for protection and to stay at the Women's Center during the 
process if she didn't feel safe in her home. Fealy stated she w anted to call her therapist to help her 
make her decision. Fealy was not able to make contact with her therapist. Larson told Fealy she 
would be attempting contact with Scott and Fealy urged Larson to use caution as he may try to shoot 
Larson if she approached the residence. 

Fealy then told Larson that she had some information related to the Jacob Wetterling disappearance 
and described activities of her ex-husband. Williams. Fealy said that her husband, along with 
unnamed "friends" would ritualistically seek out pie-pubescent boys for "sacrifices." She then 
described how he told her they would gut out the boys and then have"burnings." Fealy said young 
girls are abducted and used for "breeding." and that older boys aren’t as valuable as younger for 
sacrifices. Fealy stated these "gatherings" are still happening on a 20 acre parcel of land owned by 
Williams in North Branch. Fealy stated she's reported this to Stearns County and that they dismissed 
her report, stating things like that just don’t happen. Fealy said she can t look at the Missing Children 
flyers at Wal-Mart because she remembers her husband commenting about how many bodies are 
buried in foundations of houses. 

Larson then went to 1317 Oak Street to speak with Scott. No one answered the door at the residence 
or in the shed located north of the residence. 

Larson then telephoned Scott, at 218-821-351 L a number provided to her by Sharon. Scott stated that 
he and his mother had a heated conversation regarding payment of the mortgage earlier in the day, 

He repeatedly told her he would prov ide money for the mortgage after he had taken care of other bills.

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but she continued to insist he give her money for the mortgage. 

He denied ever saying that she was worth more to him dead, but instead staled he said she would be 
better off if he was dead. I le also said that she has been threatening to let the house go back to the 
bank and go to live at the Women's Shelter, but that he has never threatened that he would make sure 
she go there. 

Scott stated there was an incident sometime in the past 6 months where the two were arguing and she 
came up to him as if she was going to hit her. At the time, he said she smelled of alcohol. Scott 
stated he pushed her away from him. and she fell to the ground. He denied ever holding her to the 
ground or putting his hands around her neck. Scott denies owning any firearms and denies having 
made comments to kill a police officer, although he did admit to not iiking police. 

Refer to the taped conversation for additional specific details. 

In closing the conversation. Larson asked Scott about any illegal activity he might be aw are of on the 
part of his father in North Branch. 

He is aware that his mother has talked about the Jacob Wetlerling case, and has in 
fact, called Patty Wetterling to discuss the matter. 

Scott told Larson that he is concerned about his mother's mental health, wondering whether she has 
some form of dementia, but denies that she has been evaluated or treated for that. 

Larson told Scott that Sharon has expressed fear of him and Scott stated he would not have contact 
with his mother, unless law enforcement was present. 

Sgt. Larson apprised Investigator Katzenberger regarding the information provided by Sharon and he 
will be following up with Stearns County.

Subject: Jacob Wet ter ling abduction 
Sir: 

There has been a condition regarding the abduction that I have not been able 
to reconcile with facts that were given the public. Perhaps, with a changing 
of the personnel in the cold cases unit, you would consider this puzzle* 

Since the onset, the abduction has been classified as "lone abductor 11 . While 
there was one person at the encounter and via FBI statistics that lone 
abductor is usually the case - this scenario does not answer a question that 
has bothered me until the mid 90's sometime when it dawned on me what it was. 

That question was why the boys did not see the getaway vehicle when it was 
parked 40 yards away on an elevated gravel road without an interfering 
background to break its outline* Media photos show enforcement walking the 
gravel road - you can see the road is elevated above the field levels - the 
crop had been harvested. 

Three excuses were offered as the "why" the boys did not see the vehicle. 

1- it was dark 

Not acceptable. There was a streetlight north of the encounter point 
somewhere near the last house on the west side of the road and despite the 
moon would not rise for several hours post encounter, the backlighting from 
St. Cloud and Waite Park offers a bit of light as well.

plausible. The reference here is not to discredit the boys for not 
seeing the vehicle - only that at 40 yards from encounter point, the vehicle 
would be more readily seen than the abductor would be at say 15 feet (i have no 
figures for distance at encounter). So, yes, the boys may have not been paying 
attention to what easily could have been seen long before the encounter point. 

By the way, I use 40 yards because that was published as the distance that the 
dogs lost the scent trail.

Except 
for the first names list, I made a data base with all the words the software 
identified and there location and skip within the matrix* 

Words given are words as given from translator - not politically corrected or 
altered in any way to avoid error by doing that.

I have been informed that Henning Chief Mike Helle was recently given information regarding the Jacob Wetterling case. 
In reviewing the information that he received, I have additional info that may or may not be related. 

In June 2014, The Otter Tail County Sheriff's Office received a call from a party stating that he thought he saw a bone in 
a large hole on a piece of rural property a year earlier. The hole appeared to be from a well or cistern. Since he first saw 
the suspected bone, the hole had been filed in. In speaking to the owner of the property, he did not feel that the item 
seen was a bone and the complainant wasn't that sure it was a bone either. They were not too concerned as they waited 
a year to report. 

As a result of the stale information, we chose not to excavate, but we did locate the area in case excavation was deemed 
appropriate at a later time. 

The area mentioned is approximately 10 miles from where Mr Kalends lives, which in our area is not that far away

My name is Chris Johnson and I am currently a Security Forces Officer in Command of the 790 th Security 
Forces Squadron at F.E. Warren Air Force Base, Wyoming, I am writing you today about an incident that 
happened in 1992 or 1993 while I was a Deputy Sherrtff in Nodaway County Missouri in Maryville. I was 
escorting a prisoner we had in custody to a doctor's appointment and I had just removed the prisoner a 
Mark R. Kilmartin from the jail and was escorting him out of the holding area when we were passing a 
small poster of your son Jacob. Sir this guy stopped and looked at that poster in such away it made the 
hair on the back of my neck stand-up. He said "they have not found him yet and they won't" or words to 
that effect. At the time I called I believe Steams County Sheriff and relayed what I knew and the 
investigator said they would check into it. I then got to wondering about the case a couple of years ago 
when I was in Florida and called the hotline and another detective from your local county department 
called me back and said Kilmartin was interviewed and nothing came of it back in the 90's. 

Sir I am writing today after seeing you and your wife on TV last week when the person of interest 
(Heinrich) came to light on the news. Sir if that lead does not pan out and I hope it does and you get 
closure after all these years, but if it doesn't I hope you will consider urging some law enforcement 
agency to re-interview Mark Kilmartin, he is currently still incarcerated in the state of Missouri for the 
offense we had him incarcerated back in the early 9Q's, A sexual act with a child if I remember correctly. 
The reason I still feel he should be a subject is he was convicted of a crime against a child in Wisconsin 
also and when I looked at a map recently and saw the proximity of Saint Joseph, Minnesota and the 
town in Wisconsin that Kilmartin is from I saw an interstate connected the two and I felt compelled to 
reach out one last time with what I remember from that day at the jail so many years ago. I have been 
to combat twice now and have learned to trust my gut feelings and my wife urged me to reach out 
directly to you this time so I would know I did all I could do in regard to possibly having information on 
the disappearance of your son. 

Sir I know this letter is out of the blue but I wanted to tell you what I know and let you know if anyone 
has any questions about what I have stated here please feel free to call me, I will enclose my card. Best 
regards to you and your family and know my wife and I pray for Jacob's safe return.

Mr. Bruce Bechtold- 

I know this email is coming out of no where. I have been over and over what to do the past 4+ 
years... and this fall a lot of'odd' things seemed to be happening that has lead me to this point of 
emailing... 

A little back story... When I was a senior in high and sitting in my 5th hour class 1 had this intense 
feeling that I needed to go see my grandma - she wanted to talk to me. I could literally see myself 
getting up and walking out to go see her... and (hen logic kicked in pretty quick and I didn’t have the 
courage... I mean-what would people think if 1 would just get up in the middle of class and walk out... 
over this feeling I had... so 1 waited... waited til after school then 1 will go... well 1 had a job... I 
figured I would go after that... As it happened someone came into my job and said 1 should probably 
go home as the family got called together later that afternoon... 1 started my way home and thought I 
would stop - but then my mind started in again... All of her kids are going to be there... why would 
she want to see me out of the 40+ grandkids she has... and I didn't... she died that late afternoon and to 
this day I wonder what grandma wanted to talk to me about. 

Earlier this fall sitting around some of this same family after a hunting excursion - some of the aunts 
some how got on the topic of dreams. One said that grandma had dreams of her 2 daughters that had 
died. They (the daughters) would come and tel! her (grandma) they were alright... Is this what 
grandma wanted to tell me * she had dreams too - believe in them??? something possibly made 
sense... 

I know this all sounds kind of crazy now -1 just pray you read this all the way thru- 

About 4+ years ago 1 had this dream that I honestly can not get out of my mind... 1 was able to put it

1 have written a letter to Patty Wetterling (see attached 'Jacob.pdf) - never able to mail it. 1 have 
written a letter to you (Bruce.pdl) - put it in an envelope * addressed it - never able to do the final step 
of putting a stamp on and mailing it... 

And then this fall when I received a call from a contractor asking if I was interested in taking a look at 
a project in St. Joe - the original contractor was too busy at the time - so they were looking for 
options. I agreed - but in ail honesty was thinking the same thing - too busy to take care of another 
project the way it should be handled. But took the information and I think you know how it went 
from there... We met - took measurements -1 said I would draw something up - you gave me your 
contact info * and we were going to move forward. Well as it happened 1 was extremely busy and 
hadn't gotten to it - and received another phone call from the contractor asking how far along 1 was on 
your project. I apologetically told him I just hadn't had time as of yet - and he said that was probably 
a good thing... as the original contractor would like to do it now. I was * in all honesty - relieved that 
someone could take care of your project the way it should be... hopefully you are moving forward 
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with it... hut I found this very strange... out of all the people to call - for some reason we made 
contact. 

I'm sure you are wondering what all of this means and what all of this rambling is about... that is if 
you are still reading this... 

Well - attached is a couple of letters I have written - and never was able to mail. After a lot of praying 
about what to do I finally had the courage to tell someone about this dream I had 4+ years ago. I 
emailed Joy Baker the attached letters. The day 1 emailed these letters I think 1 prayed the entire day 
hoping I did the right thing and I prayed into the night... hoping and praying this is what 1 was 
supposed to do... That night I had another ’odd' dream... (more on that in ’ChristmasMiracle.pdf) 

The other odd dream... I was sitting at a table with a few people - people 1 didn’t necessarily know or a 
least I don't remember knowing any of them. We all had a piate in front of us. Everyone else seemed 
to be able to read theirs - but I just couldn’t make my out at first, i was blinking and trying so hard to 
see... The plate was smaller and kind of orange-ish with red trim around the edge. It had a saying 
written on it and the only thing I could make out on the plate was 'John 6' or '8' written in black 
calligraphy. Odd right?!?! 

Well as the morning got started and J was getting my boys up and ready for school I thought about 
this dream and figured... I'm just going to see what ’John 6' or '8' is all about... I dusted off my bible 
and opened to the page. What I saw was totally unbelievable!!! There was a prayer beside the 
reading that was exactly what I was praying the day/night before as I was struggling with 
sending/saying anything about this dream, (the prayer is in the attachment) 

I know this sounds totally unbelievable - and I really don't know what to say about any of this... but 
for some reason something keeps driving me to keep pressing on! 

I don't have any answers. I am a very simple person. Yes I go to church. Yes 1 believe in God. Yes I 
do try to read God's Word - just like a few million other people. No 1 am not a psychic or ever claim 
to be. I can NOT tell the future. I do however have dreams... dreams that have meant things in the 
past and even up until today... 

A few other things I have found strange this fall is as 1 was praying about who to talk to about this 
dream - your name popped up in another dream like 3 different times... and I thought - there is just no 
way - he is going to think I am absolutely CRAZY! And - in all honesty -1 would agree - this all 
sounds totally unbelievable!!! And then this past week I downloaded the book from Robert Dudley... 
and in there it talked about the 911 call that Oct. night... unless there is a different Officer Bechlold - 
but it looked like you were the first one to respond that fateful night... another thing that makes me 
wonder what all this means... 

But what keeps pushing me forward is that big WHAT-1F. What if there is something to this dream 
that could possible help in anyway... finally bring Jacob home!??!!??? 

1 have so much wanted to drive up to this sight... to see if it really is what 1 see in my dream. 1 want 
to see the inside of the house to see if it is what I remember... I want to know who JR Heinrich is... 
but more than anything... I want/pray for Jacob to come home to his family and for Patty' and Jerry to 
finally have some peace in their hearts that they so long for and deserve! 
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But the one thing that has held me back was - 1 do not want anyone to know who lam. I have been 
looking for a way to tell someone about this... and not let them know who I am - but haven't - so 1 
have finally come to the thought that no matter what happens - however foolish people may think I 
am -1 am hoping/praying that there is something in this dream that can finally help bring Jacob home, 

I pray you find answers. I pray you find Jacob 
May God Bless YOU for all you do!

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Do you believe in Christmas miracles? 

I feel I need to explain myself a little more... the more I try and figure this out and try and 
find something that doesn't fit so I can let it go... the more things J find and think... 
maybe... just maybe. 

I know this is totally unbelievable! But if you can just hear me out one more time??? 

This dream started out in the house. (In these dreams 1 seem to be able to see things but 
not everyone can see that I am there... and there is nothing I can do in these dreams either 
besides see and hear.) I remember the house not being so big. I remember being inside 
at a table and being able to see into the bathroom. In that bathroom was a little boy 
standing and having this terrified look on his face. He could see me and the look in his 
eyes just breaks my heart - but it was like I was paralyzed. I could see him, but 1 couldn't 
do anything. I remember a few more things in this house.,, a lady in the kitchen - the 
kitchen was to the right of the dining/table area and the bathroom in front of the 
dining/table. And an adult male that went into the bathroom with this little boy... in 
which the little boy was very frightened of. 

And then the dream switched to being outside this house. I was standing on this 
deck/platform/area in front of the house - the gable end of the house faced the road. 1 
remember looking around and thinking I was at my in-laws farm... trying to figure out 
where I was • but this was different. The house was white like theirs - but the door was 
on the road side and this platform was bigger than theirs. And then I looked across the 
yard and J saw a white building off*to the right and back end of property and thinking 
they must not use that building very much because this whole area is grass... if they 
would drive vehicles across - there should be gravel or something.., and then l looked 
Straight across the yard - like parallel lo the road and there was another building - this one 
red. The gable end of this shed faced the house. And out of this shed came another adult 
male. He came walking across the yard and right up to the platform of where I was 
standing. At first he had this mad/angry look on his face but then it turned to 
sad/helpless/ look. (This is the flashback I had when I saw Mr. Wetterling walk out of 
his house and down to the podium for the press conference. The way he walked, the way 
his shoulders were, how tall he was.) This adult male seemed fairly tall (I am not very 
tall - 5'-4/5’-5') and as 1 was standing on this raised platform by the house - he was not 
that much lower than me... 1 remember the outside of his eyes turned down at the 
comers/so sad and his hair was mostly all one length to his shoulders.

so 1 tried the other address... it was on County Road 257 in Cohasset - somewhere 1 have 
never heard of! This site did not look like anything 1 remember... and ! honestly thought 

- good - now I can pul 
this to rest! 














Bui then i looked down 
the road and there was a 
sharp comer - and if 1 
would be driving from the 
other way... the road was 
exactly like the dream. 
And 1 thought - what are 
the chances of a site just 
around that comer like the 
one in the dream.., and as 
1 was zooming over that 
area down the road - a site 
literally just like what I 
remember in the dream 
was staring right back at 
me! 1 had that same 

feeling again... and then 1 thought 'You have to be kidding me!!! 1 Now what am I 
supposed to do? So I did a backwards search on the property - typed in the address to 
see if I could get a name. The name that came up was J R Heinrich or Jr Heinrich. I can 
not find anything else on this persons name! No age. No relatives. Nothing! So I did 
another search on who owns the property 
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and it came up Gary F Heinrich... and when searching his name a few relatives come up... 
mostly in the same area... and he has addresses in Alaska also. So then the questions 
really start again...

Would you keep this to yourself because it sounds totally insane? 

Would you think... maybe, just maybe... there's a chance of finding Jacob? 

And as I pray about this - a card shows up with a saying: 

Courage is not aBout knowing the path - it's aBout taking the first step. 

And the other dream I had mentioned with the plate that read" 

John 6 OR John 8 



What would you do? What does this all mean? 















First of all I feel really foolish for even writing this letter - but every time I hear Patty 
Wetterling say 'even if you think what you have to say means nothing... please tell 
someone... it could be the missing link we need...' Now believe me - logic says this has 
nothing to do with anything... but yet there has been a few too many 'coincidences' for me 
to think... maybe, just maybe... 

So I ask... What would you do? 

Attached you will find a letter that I wrote to the Wetterlings. I started that letter 4 years 
ago and never had the courage to send it. I still don't know if it is the right thing to do 
and I keep praying about it... and a few nights ago after 1 had finished writing the letter 
(for the hundreth time) I asked for guidance again in knowing what to do with this letter... 
and for some reason your name popped up throughout the night like 3 different times... 
which is why I am sending it to you - hoping that maybe you can verify a few things 
before possibly mentioning anything - if at all. 1 sure do not want to give any false hope 
and cause that family any more undo pain as they have had more than anyone should 
have to endure. 

Now I am a very private person who lives very simply with my family. One of the only 
reasons I am finding enough courage to write tfiis is in looking at each of my boys and 
thinking if something like Jacob happened to one of my boys I would want to know 
anything/everything that could possibly help in any way... I am not psychic or ever claim 
to be... I do however have dreams. (You might think psycho... but please hear me out and 
then you can decide...) These other dreams I have had - have had meaning in the past to 
the loved ones that 1 have found enough courage to talk to. Things/meaning that 1 had no 
idea about - but when talking with whom these dreams were about... they were so glad I 
shared. If this was the only dream I have ever had - believe me ! would not be saying 
anything! But every time somelhing/dream comes up and I talk/share dreams with whom 
they are to be shared... it is amazing what they tel! me. ! do NOT however share these 
with anyone but whom it is directed to... I feel they are very private and only meant for 
certain people. 

Crazy right! It sounds totally off the wall as I am reading it over again... 

What brings me to this dream with Jacob... 

About 4 years ago 1 was having a lot of dreams - it was truly amazing and every one of 
them brought so much peace... but then I had this other dream... which 1 explained in the 
attached letter. I have been over and over it. I can not get a few things in the dream out 
of my mind... Grand Rapids (which I have never been to) - the terrified tittle boy - the 
adult male (Jacob?) that came out of one of the out buildings - the site * the road... I 
thought I had come to terms with it and just let it by the wayside... but then Patty & Jerry 
were on the news one night when they did the press conference from their home recently 
and immediately when Jerry walked down the driveway - 1 had an intense flashback of 
this dream - his stature, how his shoulders were, how tail he was... and then they 
mentioned Heinrich's name. I immediately googled his name and Grand Rapids to see if 
there W3s any connection... not that 1 can make any - not anything that makes any sense 






to me anyway... again this is why I am sending this to you to see if it is just all 
coincidence or if by just some small chance... however miniscule,., but still just a chance 
there is any meaning... 1 have more than once thought about driving up there just to see if 
there is something to this dream... but then logic and common sense take over and I don't. 

I know I am way offin what the news media is saying anyway... and i know most people 
think Jacob is no longer with us... and logically it all makes sense... 

I have attached a map of a site... but very simi lar to what 1 saw in the dream... and just a 
rough sketch of how I remember the site in the dream. Believe me - I know this sounds 
totally crazy and I would be the first one to admit that - but after a lot of praying about 
what to do with this * I feel I should share with someone and trust that I am doing the 
right thing. 1 have prayed so often for the Wetterling family and maybe that is why I had 
a dream... it might mean nothing... but yet I think 'what if? 

I appreciate you listening to my rambling and I trust that whatever needs to be done - will 
happen. Also * thank you for all you do every day. The media isn't always so nice - but 
we sincerely do appreciate your service!

I have started this letter more than a few hundred times in my head.,. 

And 1 have ended this letter just as many times with common sense & rational thinking! 

I did actually write a letter about 4 years ago but never had the courage to mail it. Now I 
am trying again... so here’s a little bit of what 1 started with 4 years ago October... 

About a month or so ago l had this [feeling’... very strong feeling and all that / could 
think of was the name 'Jacob Wetterling 1 and him wanting to come home. Again the 'why 1 
question... Why does his name keep popping up into my head? I would say a few prayers 
for him and your family, hut yet this feeling' of him wanting to find his way home just 
never subsided. / have been praying a lot this past month - and then about a week ago l 
had this dream... a dream that / just can't get out of my mind. 

I can just about imagine what you are thinking... and I would probably agree with you... 
which is why I didn't necessarily feel like writing this. I sure do not want to cause any 
undo pain - pain which you know all to well. 

Now in 1989 -1 would have been a sophomore in high school. In all honesty, 1 can not 
say exactly where 1 was the moment I heard about Jacob, but we definitely heard about 
him and have said many prayers for you and your family! 

The dream - what I remember about my dream was being in an older house (farm house) 
and there was an adult male with bushy dark browner hair - there was also a young boy 
who had this very sad/terrilying look and a little blonde girl - she did not appear to be as 
scared. This adult male was not very nice to this little boy. Then the dream switched - 
still in the same house - to having an elderly lady/grandma who appeared to be ’the 
caretaker’ of the household.

I had just left a boyfriends home for good I had been living w ith, with a packed car and had started to drive to 
my parents were I stopped halfway there at a new Housing Developement in Lino Lakes then called Shominy? 
that was to be a Gull Course added but wasn't yet for years but just a dead end with some sort of park setting at 
the time. I drove to the farthest hack part of the houses alone were I parked in a labeled parking space in the 
park area because I had never been back there were I just wanted to think. 1 was the only car with another older 
sanded down or light burgundy colored 4 door Chevy sitting there empty I parked a couple spaces away. It 
couldn’t of been 2 minutes and had started to rain in a mist form when a dark haired man as 1 said to look like 
the held current person of interest came walking out of the trees with a shovel in one hand and had the other 
hand on the back of the neck of a young dark haired boy waring a red jacket. 

Like a dad would walk with his son, this didn't concern me at the time but it was the fact I w as so scared when 
they walked in front of my ear as I powered locked my car doors. I was so scared 1 left right away after they 
pasted my car before they even got into the car parked there. I normally don’t scare that easy and with the things 
I had on my mind and later heard Jacob w'as last seen waring a red jacket it took a while for it to set in and 
process before saying anything. Working with someone driving a car that looked exactly like the car I seen and 
only seeing the drawn photo was w-hen ( finally said something. 

I can honestly say the 90’s photo clearly looks like the same man then seen with the child. 

I realize this is probably not very helpful! after all these years but I would think the automobile of the person 
being held now that he was driving then might lie helpful! as to this. 

I hate to point a finger at anyone and unfortunately there is probably more that one dark hired lunatic that has 
driven a car like this hut this individual looks to have a tew other things stacked against him as well. 1 am so 
sorry for not saying anything sooner when 1 first witnessed this.

Dear Mr. and Mrs. Wetterlfng, 


The disappearance of your son, Jacob, has long been on the minds of Minnesotans and beyond its 
borders. I have prayed for his return and answers to your recurrent question: "Where is iacob?" With 
more people opening up about their personal experiences in Paynesville and the St. Cloud area, may 
you and all of us find resolution to this mystery. I am so sorry that this sorrowful crime ever occurred. 


I began school in 1944 at Paynesville and graduated in 1956. I am going to tell you of personal 
experiences I had in hopes that my story may be of some help in the search for resolution, it may or 
may not prove to be a piece of the puzzle, but I will relate it as I remember it, Just in case. I have not 
said anything before about my 5th grade experience with a male teacher because it is embarrassing. 

Experience #1. When I began first grade, on the first day of school, a classmate named Jackie Theeland 
asked me to walk with him to find his home after school let out, I told him I couldn't do that because I 
had to meet my sisters at a house across the street from the school and walk home with them Jackie 
said he lived right down "that street". I told him that wasn't correct because that was the street I lived 
on (to the East of the school, and Jackie lived to the North of the school). I told him to go back into 
school and talk to a teacher about finding his way home. He went back in, and I'm sorry to say that 
Jackie was never seen again by anyone, ever. The Police searched for him, searched his home, dug up 
the basement looking for a grave, but never found Jackie anywhere, to my knowledge. He disappeared. 


Paynesville Schools had a teacher named Leo Lauer who is remembered by several of my sisters and 
myself as an "unusual" person. Mr. Lauer was my sister 5th grade teacher ( 

graduated 1952). In 2014,1 attended a Monday afternoon senior dance at the Paynesville 
Senior Center along with and my dance partner. We were happy to meet up with our former 

typing teacher, Mr. Schulke. and I were recalling school days with Mr. Schulke, and tried to pin 

down the dates Mr. Lauer lived in Paynesville. Mr. Schulke said that Leo Lauer taught at Paynesville 
during years 1940 through 1952, that he taught 7th and 8th grade Social Studies and general Science, 
Biology and English; that he lived with another man while in Paynesville, whom he referred to as "my 
butler". He told us that Mr. Lauer moved to the St. Johns/St. Joseph area when he left Paynesville in 
1952. (Mr. Schulke still lives in Paynesville area; I saw him in September 2015 at my class reunion at 
the American Legion Hall, and he also attends the monthly senior dances regularly.) 


Experience #2: In 1949,1 was 11 years old in 5th grade and for a reason I've forgotten, was given 
detention after school alone in a study hall with Mr. Lauer supervising me. Mr. Lauer came over to 
me, told me to stand up and take down my trousers and shorts, and look out the windows while he got 
on his knees in front of me. I was scared and did what he told me to do. He seemed to be examining

After being advised of the identity of the interviewing agent and 
the nature of the interview, Mortensen provided the following 
information: 

Mortensen met Richard Phernetton in approximately 1991 or 
1992, At that time, Phernetton was a "friend of a friend 11 r but 
over time Mortensen and Phernetton developed a friendship. In 
1997, Mortensen and her daughter, Alissa, moved in with Phernetton. 
Phernetton 1 s residence at that time was located on Highway 77 
between Minong and Danbury. Alissa was approximately eight years 
old at that time. Phernetton kept a jacket in this house that was 
red with a design on the back. The design was a country scene with 
pine trees and it was very intricate. Above the design was the 
word "hockey 1 ’ in block letters. No one was allowed to touch this 
jacket. When Mortensen asked about it, Phernetton replied that it 
belonged to one of his grandchildren. When Mortensen latex’ asked 
Phernetton r s grandchildren, she found out that none of them played 
hockey. Mortensen and Phernetton lived together for approximately 
four years. After three and one-half years, Mortensen and 
Phernetton moved to a trailer home located at 414 Timber Lane in 
Spooner, Wisconsin. Phernetton purchased this home and Mortensen 
made payments to Phernetton to buy the home from Phernetton. Prior 
to moving out of the house located on Highway 77, Mortensen came 
home and found Phernetton had pulled up the carpet and the sub- 
floor in the kitchen. Phernetton told Mortensen that he was 
repairing the squeaky floor. Mortensen never noticed that the 
floor in the kitchen squeaked, but this irritated her because she 
had to replace the carpet in the kitchen. 

In August 2001, after living in the trailer home in 
Spooner for approximately six months, neighbors notified Mortensen 
that Phernetton had been molesting nd that he had 

been molesting also. alked to 

,bout this and confirmed that Phernetton had been 

molesting her since the time they all started Phernetton 

was 

not home when these events occurred. 

immediately took to the Spooner Police Department to 

file charges. believes that someone told Phernetton 

about the allegations because he "took off M after this occurred, 

Phernetton was arrested for this crime in July 2009. His trial is 
scheduled to start at the end of March 2011. He is currently 
released on a twenty-five thousand dollar cash bond and living in 
Washington State. 

Subsequent to the events noted above, Mortensen spoke 
with Howard Miller at the Grandma Links bar/restaurant in Minong, 
Wisconsin. Miller lives on Nancy Lake Road in Minong. Miller was 
one of "Uncle Dick's boys" when he was growing up. "Uncle Dick's 






boys" were kids in the Spooner/Minong area that Phernetton took 
care of because their fathers were not around. Phernetton would 
take these boys camping, buy them automobiles, or take them on 
trips to places like the Grand Canyon. When they spoke in Grandma 
Links, Miller told Mortensen that he knew she was telling the truth 
about Phernetton molesting . He added that he knew 

because Phernetton molested and other *hen 

they were younger. He did this when he took the boys on camping or 
fishing trips. Mortensen did not know how Phernetton paid for the 
trips and cars because the only income he had that she was aware of 
was his social security income. 

In approximately 2005 Mortensen was still living in the 
trailer home in Spooner. An aquarium in the master bedroom 
developed a leak. The water leak damaged the floor to the point 
that it had to be replaced. Eleven pairs of boys underwear were 
found under the master bedroom floor when the floor was repaired. 

At that time, Mortensen thought nothing of the underwear and threw 
them out. When Mortensen and Phernetton lived together, she worked 
at night. There were never any boys around her home when she was 
there and neighbors in the trailer park never mentioned seeing any 
boys around her home. She also has no knowledge that any young 
boys ever lived in the home. 

Phernetton has a step son named Eric. Eric enlisted in 
the Army and left for boot camp approximately one year before Jacob 
Wetterling disappeared. Wheii Eric was young, he looked like 
Wetterling. Mortensen tried to find a photograph of Eric that was 
taken during Eric's childhood years, but she was unable to do so. 

Eric's sister, Mylisa, lives in Spooner. Mylisa was also adopted 
by Phernetton. has told that were 

Phernetton when they were growing up. i is estranged 

from her family because of these statements. Phernetton 
and maintain a very close relationship. Eric still lives in 

northwest Wisconsin! possibly in Barron, Wisconsin, 

When they lived together, Phernetton told Mortensen about 
his friend Rodney Taylor. Taylor is no longer living. Taylor's 
mother lived on an Indian Reservation in Minnesota and he had a 
mistress that lived in St. Joseph, Minnesota. Phernetton told 
Mortensen chat On October 23, 1989, Phernetton and Taylor burned 

down Phernetton's mobile home. When Mortensen asked why, 

Phernetton stated that he did not want any insurance money, but 
that he "just wanted to get rid of it". Phernetton also stated 
that the day before, he and Taylor drove to Minnesota and visited 
Taylor's mother. They then stopped at Taylor's mistress's home 
before returning to Wisconsin. After burning his mobile home down, 
Phernetton moved to Arizona for a few years. 

Mortensen still owns the trailer home in Spooner, however 
she no longer lives there. She rents the trailer home to her 
daughter and her daughter's boyfriend, Justin Erickson. Recently, 

Erickson went under the trailer home to repair a frozen pipe. He 
found a pair of red Fruit of the Loom underwear, size 10-12, under 
the master bedroom. Mortensen believes that the underwear could 
have belonged to Jacob Wetterling.

One thing that was noted in basically all the reports of Jacob's disappearance, and the primary cause of 
connection to case (from my understanding), was the specific voice quality of the person who 
spoke to the boys. While it is my belief that all my Hansen uncle's and my grandpa were involved and 
present at the kidnapping, I think only my Uncle Dick or my grandpa would have been the one who 
spoke to them. Billy would be the other possibility. I moved old family videos from vhs to DVD for 
Christmas presents for my family this year, per, my siblings' request. While I do know how to do that I 
don t know how to crop or cut them, so they are as recorded, but there are a few very, very, small, ' 
sections that do showcase their voice, and in one case, my grandpa's face while talking. The videos are 
personal, one including my brother's baptisms, and the other a benefit held for my dad only ten days 
before he died, and then his funeral and burial at the family farm. There is probably a lot more video of

the small and personal nature of my offer, it is valuable, and useful. I have watched the videos and

He was the one operating the recorder 
ng all of it s recording, I believe, but this is the only place you can clearly hear his voice. This 
reference can be found at 1.26 into the recording.

He even had the gall to invite my younger brother on a trip until I put an end to it by telling my brother 
my story. The age, a gun involved, and vehicle all make sense. Art and Bruce (sorry I can't recall his last name, but I knew 
where he lived) drove or had access to a big, light yellow truck, a Chevy Suburban and Bruce had access to white work 
vans (at Pro Maintenance, Hutchinson). I know Art had guns and used them as a fun lure to little boys to go out shooting. 
Then, later makes sure he impresses how easy it would be to kill or hurt someone (scare tactic) and he could hurt them or 
their family so they are afraid to say anything once the molestation happens. Another weird thing, Art was adamant about 
starting his own version of the 'boy scouts', and to me, would’ve used it to make more victims. I am sorry I have not had 
the courage to bring this forward earlier.
